• Every Man on Hi s Own 


By ROY L. SMITH 


It is o ne o f the fundamental 
principles o f g o o d relig io n, as 
well as o f demo cracy , that in a 
v ery larg e part o f his life ev ery 
man is o p his o wn. 
This is no t a v ery po pular do c­ 
trine in a time when the g o v ern­ 
ment is being made respo nsible 
fo r so lv ing the perso nal pro blems 
o f its citizens. But it is o ne which 
has the sanctio n o f histo ry and 
the fo rce o f destiny . 
The Histo rical Situatio n 
The pro phet J eremiah liv ed in 
a time when all the ancient life 
and civ ilizatio n o f the Hebrew 
peo ple was breaking up. 
King s, 
with incredible fo lly , had pre­ 
cipitated 
a 
series 
o f 
po litical 
ev ents which co uld hav e but o ne 
po ssible o utco me—co mplete de­ 
structio n. 
The 
peo ple, 
g ro wn 
apo state, were indifferent to the 
ancient standards o f mo rality . A 
terrible cancer was eating away 
at the v itals o f the natio n. 
A man o f the times who had 
ev en less o f a statesmans v iew­ 
po int than that o f Isaiah co uld 
hardly hav e missed seeing the in­ 
ev itable. 
The end was no t far 
o ff. The last mad dash fo r o bliv ­ 
io n had beg un. 


The Pro phet's Faith 
It was the co mplete co nv ictio n 
o f J eremiah that no thing co uld 
sav e the natio n ex cept a miracle. 
It was also his pro fo und co nv ic­ 
tio n that Go d wo uld no t allo w 
the beautiful ex periment o f a 
cho sen 
peo ple 
to 
fail 
utterly . 
But ho w co uld he sav e a natio n 
intent o n self-destructio n? 
The pro phet so lv ed the pro b­ 
lem by mo v ing his base o f think­ 
ing o v er to a new po sitio n. 
The 
king and his co urt, he was co n­ 
v inced, were do o med. But ideas, 
co nv ictio ns, and faith all hav e a 
v itality that is utterly indepen­ 
dent 
o f majo rities, multitudes, 
and thro nes. 
The indiv idual is independent 
o f his natio n, o r ev en o f his g en­ 
eratio n. 
If he ho lds within the 
sacred keeping o f his o wn so ul 
the spirit o f the Mo st Hig h, he 
can rise abo v e the fate o f the 
masses. 


Ev ery man has it within his 
po wer to inco rpo rate into his life 
tho se qualities which make him 
superio r to 
h is 
env iro nment. 
Neither heredity , no r surro und­ 
ing s, no r so cial custo ms, no r mo res, 
no r any o ther thing is able to 
separate a man fro m his o wn 
character if that is his chief co n­ 


cern and his first respo nsibility . 
This is the do ctrine that the 
Christian 
Church 
must 
beg in 
preaching ag ain if it is to sav e 
th! wo rld. 
Direct Access to Go d 
When the Hebrews came o ut 
o f the wilderness and set up as 
a natio n in the pro mised land, 
ev ery man was essential to the 
state. 
His lo y alty to Go d was 
judg ed by his lo y alty to the race. 
This had the effect o f making 
his destiny a part o f that o f the 
king do m. If the king do m failed, 
then the indiv idual perished. 
If 
the natio n surv iv ed the indiv idual 
was sav ed. 
Go o d relig io n arg ues that ev ery 
man must stand o n his o wn feet, 
assume his Own respo nsibility , be 
judg ed by his o wn deeds, and be 
entitled to respect o n the basis 
o f his o wn wo rth.

tio n o f o ur present fo rm o f go v ernment be­ 
fo re I am either a Demo crat o r a Republi­ 
can.” That so unded like a pretty go o d an­ 


swer. 
The co nserv ativ es o f bo th Republican and 
Demo cratic parties are much nearer to each 
o ther than, fo r ex ample, such Republicans 
as the co nserv ativ e Bricker 
and the ultra 
liberal Senato r Way ne L. Mo rris o f Orego n 
who m Bricker singles o ut as an ex ample o f 
the kind o f Republican party member that 
he, fo r o ne, co uld well do witho ut. 
To sweeten the taste o f the suggested new 
party mix ture, Bricker is ev en willing to 
hav e the Republicans giv e up the o ld par­ 
ty name, 
which 
is distasteful 
to many 
so utherners. This was do ne o nce befo re in 
Republican histo ry . Abraham Linco ln ran 
fo r re-electio n no t as a Republican but as 
a Unio n candidate, 
with a Demo crat fo r 
v ice-president, Andrew Jo hnso n. 
The greatest o bstacle to starting 
a new 
party is the legal difficulty o f getting o n the 
ballo t. The presidential electio ns are co n­ 
ducted under state electio n laws, and the 
laws o f many states make it hard to get a 
new party listed. In 1 9 48 Henry Wallace’s 
Pro gressiv es were kept o ff the ballo t in a 
number o f states. It takes y ears to get a 
new party well 
eno ugh established to be 
o n all state ballo ts. 
One alternativ e might be to no minate a 
co mbinatio n ticket, co nsisting o f a Republi­ 
can and a so utherner 
o f the co nserv ativ e 
scho o l. Which wo uld 
get the presidential 
no minatio n might be quite a questio n. It is 
perhaps wo rth remembering, ho wev er, that 
the highest po pular v o te ev er po lled by the 


Republican party was in the y ear when it 


no minated Wendell Wink le, a fo rmer Demo ­

AS people g ro w older, lime or 
calcium is often deposited in or 
around the joints, a situation which 
may result in a great deal of pain, 
stiffness and, at times, even dis­ 
ability. 
Where pain is severe and long 
continued, and movement very lim­ 
ited. operation has been suggested 
a« the surest method of giving 
prompt and permanent relief. 


Calcium Deposits 
The most common location for 
calcium deposits is in the shoulder. 
The symptoms are due to inflamma­ 
tion in the affected area. The pain 
comes on gradually, even without 
any preceding injury. Finally, there 
is an almost constant aching, made 
worse by movement, pressure, or 
the application of heat. Sometimes 
th" ioint catches during movement. 
The condition may be diagnosed 
with certainty by X-ray examina­ 
tion. since calcium deposit* are visi­ 
ble in the X-ray plaf*. 


Blood Supply 
In some cases the symptoms may 
clear up without any particular 
treatment. This occurs because the 
inflammation Increases the blood 
supply to the affected p art and has­ 
tens the absorption of the calcium 
deposits. 
In other cases the pain may con­ 
tinue for months with limiting of 
the movements and wasting of the

muscles. Frequently these calcium 
deposits occur along a tendon or 
in a bursa which is a sac containing 
fluid over the joint. In many cases, 
piercing the deposits with a needle 
may cause the condition to clear up. 


Methods of Treatment 


Prior to carrying out an opera­ 
tion, it may be advisable to try 
other methods of treatment, such as 
the application of heat or ice pack s. 
It is not advisable to k eep the part 
immovable since it may cause stiff­ 
ness in the joint. Exercise may be 
helpful in restoring movement after 
the acute symptoms have cleared 
up. 
Drugs may be given by the physi­ 
cian to relieve pain. It is also sug­ 
gested that large doses of vitamin 
B may be helpful. In some ca« es. 
X-ray treatments have been found 
beneficial. 
Calcium deposits may occasion­ 
ally occur in the hip, elbow, wrist, 
hand, k nee or foot.

This warning was issued to 
employers today by William S. 
Singley, regional director of the 
wage and hour public contracts 
divisions, U. S. Department of 
Labor. Singley’s region includes 
Kentucky, 
Michigan 
and 
Ohio. 
He pointed out that even some 
retail establishments, if they pro- j 
duce goods for interstate com­ 
merce and ship them aero ss state 
lines, come within the child labor 
provisions of the Act. 
“In all establishments subject 
to the child labor provisions, a 
16-year minimum applies to work 
in the department where manu­ 
facturing is done,” he said. “ And 
the minimum age of 18 applies ‘ 
in hazardous occupations such as 
serving as a truck driver or help­ 
er, operating elevators and other 
power-driven woodcutting ma­ 
chines.” 
Although 14 and 15-year old 
youngsters may be employed in 
certain jobs and under certain re­ 
strictions. Singley 
stressed 
the 
seriousness of the problem con­ 
cerned with their employment. 
“These growing boys and girls 
usually have all they can carry 
in their school work and home 
chores,” 
he 
said. 
When 
such 
young workers are hired, special 
care should be exercised to see 
that they do not work for long 
hours nor in unhealthful sur­ 
roundings nor in tasks that are 
unsuited to their strength,” Singley 
said. 
In establishments subject to the 
child labor provisions of the Act, 
he pointed out, 14 and 15-year- 
olds—but none younger—may be 
employed outside of school hours 
in certain non-manufacturing jobs 
for no more than 3 hours a day 
or 18 a week when school is in 
session nor more than 8 hours a 
day or 40 hours a week when 
school is not in session. 
In addition, the employment of 
these 14 and 15-year old chil­ 
dren must be between 7 A. M., and

W A SH IN G TO N — T h e 
civil- 
rights-minded 
Supreme 
Court's 
determined effort to protect the 
rights of prisoners has thought it 
a peck of trouble. 
Many of its decisions in the past 
l l years have provided convicts 
v.dth new iegal arguments to se­ 
cure writs of habeas corpus. When 
such writs are granted, the pris­ 
oner or his attorney is given a 
new hearing in the lower court. 
In rare instances the court, after 
reviewing the record of the case 
giants a new trial. In a few cases, 
prisoners are set free if the pro­ 
secuting attorney decides that the 
state no longer has a good legal 
case against the convicted man 
So writs of habeas corpus repre­ 
sent most prisoner s sole hope for 
a speedy release. When the Su­ 
preme Court became 
more and 
more critical of lower courts or 
local police officials who it felt 
violated a prisoner’s constitution­ 
al rights, the prisoners heard n- 
bgut and promptly took advantage 
of it. 
Chief Justice Vinson said re­ 
cently that the Supreme Court in 
its last term received 455 peti­ 
tions from state or federal pris­ 
oners 
who claimed there 
was | 
something illegal about their con­ 
victions or their treatment in jail 
Only 22 such petitions were re- , 
ceived by the high court in 1930. J 
The prisoners often act on their j 
own. without help of a lawyer. J 
They 
frequently write 
Informal, i 
penciled notes to the court. Vin­ 
son said that 96 out of IOO of them 
have little or no legal merit. Yet j 
all that are received have to be 
given a number and full conidera- j 
tim . Nearly all of them are turned 
down, but a few each term receive 
an open hearing. 
The habeas corpus epidemic 
started 
after the Johnson versus 
Zervst decision in 1938. when the 
court found that the trial court 
had not given the prisoner his 
constitutional right to legal coun­ 
sel. The McNabb case, in 1943, 
provided new hope for writ-hun­ 
gry prisoners, In it the court de- 
cidede the convicts had been held 
too long between the time of arrest 
and arraignment 
The last big 
habeas corpus push 
carne after 
the decision in the Tony Marino 
case in 1947. That too involved the 
issue of lack of proper legal coun­ 
sel.
